Each day another cast member joins the group riding our Express Bus Service 
operated by the Orange, Seminole, Osceola Transportation Authority from south- 
west Orlando. This 90-day test route is so far proving successful, but to better serve 
the needs of the cast members who utilize this service we've altered the schedule.

Park and Ride Service Begins 
Maybe you are not presently utilizing the Express Bus Service because the bus 
stops are not located near your home. Would you be interested in saving 20 miles of 
your commuting trip? Then try our new Park and Ride Service. 


Arrangements have been made for any interested cast members to park their 
cars at the Lake Buena Vista Preview Center parking lot and catch the Express Bus 
Service as it enters Lake Buena Vista. the bus will then drop you off at the North 
Service Area, the tunnel entrance, Contemporary Resort Hotel or the Polynesian 
Village Resort Hotel. 


The total cost of this Park and Ride Service is 25¢ one-way, 50¢ round trip. And 
when you realize that the average vehicle gets between 18 and 20 miles to the 
gallon and that one gallon of gasoline averages between 75¢ and 80¢, you'll be 
saving 25¢ to 30¢ each day in gasoline alone. And when you add in maintenance 
costs your weekly saving will be at least $2.85, just for taking advantage of this Park 
and Ride Service.

Preparing Your Car For Trips Will 
Save You Gas! 


Summertime is quickly approaching 
and that means vacation driving is 
also ahead. And with the energy 
shortages our country is facing we all 
want to be sure our cars are in top 
condition and that we are receiving 
top mileage for every gallon of gas 
we use. 

When you prepare for your vaca- 
tion trip you most likely prepare your 
route on your map, book all your res- 
ervations, but often neglect your car. 
To be on the safe side, check these 
areas: 

è Tires — Check for proper inflation 
when your tires are cool, and be sure 
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to use an accurate gauge. Also, 
check for excessive wear, fabric 
breaks, cuts or other damage. 

Check for worn spots which may 
indicate your wheels are out-of- 
balance. Excessive wear on one side 
may mean you need a front-end 
alignment, and wear on the center 
can mean over inflation. 

And don't forget to check your 
spare tire and be sure your jack is in 
working order. 

è Shock Absorbers — If your car 
bounces more than once after you 
manually bounce the car up and 
down as hard as you can, you prob- 
ably need new shocks. Have them 
replaced before your trip. 

è Brakes — Check the level of your 
brake fluid and check to see that your 
brakes are grabbing with a steady 
stop, not a jerk and then fading. 

è Battery — Check the corrosion of 
your battery cables; it’s easily re- 
moved with a wire brush. Be sure the 
battery terminals are clean and air- 
tight. If your battery requires water, 
check the fluid level. 

e Oil and Oil Filter — Check your oil 
level and be sure the oil is still clean; 
if not, change it; it will help your 
mileage. Oil filters should be 
changed at least every other time 
you change the oil. 

è Miscellaneous Items — Check 
your coolant, air filters, power steer- 
ing fluid, transmission fluid, hoses 
and belts, lights, windshield wipers 
and washers, mirrors and horn. If 
anything is old, worn or broken, re- 
place it now and avoid delays and 
frustrations by having a breakdown 
on the road. 

And to be sure you're traveling 
safely, don't carry extra gasoline in 
your automobile unless it is in an 
approved container. One gallon of 
gasoline in your trunk is as explosive 
as 20 sticks of dynamite! Check the 
operating hours of local gasoline sta- 
tions when you arrive at your desti- 
nation. It’s better to wait in line to 
purchase gas than to have an acci- 
dent. So be cautious and have an 
enjoyable vacation!
